Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hepplestone  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Sixth  Annual  Report. 

While  we  could  hardly  hope  to  maintain  the  record  low 
rates  of  infant  mortality  and  still-births  recorded  last  year, 
the  figures  generally  are  satisfactory.  The  outstanding 
feature  is  the  absence  of  any  notification  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  There  is  also  a  slight  drop  in  the  number  of 
new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

Unfortunately  the  overcrowding  problem  continues  to 
outstrip  our  efforts  to  deal  with  it  and  the  number  of  out¬ 
standing  cases  at  the  end  of  1952  was  92  compared  with  76 
at  the  end  of  1951. 

Once  again  I  have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  interest 
and  support  of  the  Council  and  assistance  of  my  colleagues 
^n  many  occasions.

SECTION  B. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  District. 
Laboratory  Service. 

There  is  no  change  in  this  service.  Dr.  Findlay  continues 
as  Director  and  he  and  his  staff  have  always  been  ready  to 
give  advice  and  practical  assistance  in  regard  to  bacteriological 
and  epidemiological  probelms. 

Ambulance  Service. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  service  as  it  affects 
this  Division. 

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

This  is  available  at  Snapethorpe  Hospital,  Wakefield, 
where  the  commoner  infections  are  normally  admitted.  Where 
special  facilities  for  treatment  or  nursing  are  desirable  as  in 
poliomyelitis  or  when  accommodation  is  not  available  at 
Snapethorpe,  other  hospitals  particularly  Seacroft  Hospital, 
Leeds,  are  available.  No  difficulty  was  experienced  during 
the  year  in  finding  accommodation  and  the  liaison  between  the 
hospitals  and  the  Health  Department  was  satisfactory. 

General  Hospital  Accommodation. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  a  slight  improvement  in 
the  position  as  it  affects  chronic  sick  in  this  area.  This  does 
not  mean  the  problem  is  solved.  There  is  still  a  considerable 
delay  in  admission  of  these  difficult  cases. 
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After  Care. 

Again  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  requests  from 
the  Hospitals  for  after  care  for  discharged  patients.  However, 
the  number  of  requests  remain  far  below  the  level  one  would 
expect  having  regard  to  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  a 
closer  liaison  between  hospital  and  domiciliary  services. 

Domiciliary  Nursing. 

Nurse  A.  Beaumont  resigned  in  April,  1952,  and  was 
replaced  by  Nurse  M.  Cockshott.  Nurse  A.  Staples  resigned 
in  November  and  had  not  been  replaced  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  full  time  relief  nurse  undertook  duties  in  Sharlston,

Mental  Health. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  47  mentally  defective 
persons  under  statutory  supervision,  4  under  voluntary  super¬ 
vision,  2  under  guardianship  and  one  on  licence  from  an 
Institution.  Twenty-five  patients  were  undertaking  paid 
employment  and  3  children  of  school  age  were  in  attendance 
at  an  Occupation  Centre  at  Castleford. 

Of  3  patients  who  had  been  at  home  on  licence  from 
Institutions  one  was  recalled  because  of  unsatisfactory  home 
conditions  and  one  removed  from  the  area. 

One  patient  was  admitted  to  hospital  because  her  aged 
father  was  unable,  owing  to  failing  sight,  to  give  her  the 
necessary  care. 

Five  patients  discharged  from  mental  hospitals  were 
referred  for  After-Care.  Two  had  to  return  for  further  treat¬ 
ment,  one  left  the  area,  one  made  a  satisfactory  recovery, 
and  one  is  still  being  visited. 
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SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  in  the  Area. 

(a)  Water  Supply. 

Water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  Wakefield  and  Dewsbury 
Corporations,  Darton,  Kirkburton,  Royston  and  Hemsworth 
U.D.Cs.  Woolley  Village  is  supplied  from  a  well. 

One  chemical  and  25  bacteriological  samples  were  taken. 
One  was  unsatisfactory.  This  was  from  an  emergency  supple¬ 
mentary  supply  brought  into  use  when  the  supply  at  Woolley 
partially  failed.  It  was  due  to  surface  contamination  of  a 
spring.  Steps  were  taken  to  prevent  this  and  the  water  was 
chlorinated.  Further  samples  were  satisfactory. 


(b)  Drainage  and  Sewage. 

Extensions  were  completed  in  the  Kirkthorpe  Area. 

Grants  under  the  Public  Health  Act  were  made  in  29 
cases  when  privies  were  converted. 


(c)  Housing. 

* 

Seventy-six  new  council  houses  were  completed.  The 
number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  was  76  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year.  During  the  year  28  new  cases  came  to  light  and 
12  were  relieved,  leaving  92  cases  outstanding  at  the  end  of 
the  year.

IMPROVEMENTS  AFFECTED,  YEAR  1952. 
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Disinfections. 

Disinfections  are  carried  out  by  workmen  specially 
trained  for  this  work  and  the  method  adopted  is  spraying 
with  Formaldy-hide  and  Formalin  Lamps.  During  the  year 
64  disinfections  were  carried  out  by  this  method.  Jn  the  case 
of  verminous  houses,  de-infestation  is  done  by  spraying  with 
a  special  insecticide. 

Disinfectants  are  supplied  free  for  use  in  houses  where 
a  case  of  infectious  disease  has  occurred  and  where  Tubercul¬ 
osis  patients  reside.  Stores  for  the  supply  of  disinfectants 
are  situated  in  each  of  the  Townships  and  supplies  are  issued 
on  the  production  of  a  note  signed  by  myself  or  the  disinfector.

Scavenging. 

The  total  cost  of  house  refuse  collection,  cleansing  of 
cesspools  and  collection  of  waste  paper,  rags  and  bones,  was 
£9,015  4s.  9d.  throughout  the  district  during  the  period  1st 
April,  1952,  to  31st  March,  1953.  The  income  to  the  Cleansing 
Department  for  waste  paper,  rags  and  bones,  and  for  work 
done  to  Private  Cesspools  was  £481  10s.  0d.,  this  gives  a  net 
cost  of  cleansing,  including  cesspools,  of  £8,533  14s.  9d.
